Nevada's Share of Ir- 


rigation Act 


Benefit. 


Special to The Journal: 


WASHINGTON. July 
9.—Repre- 


sentative Newlands starts for Nevada 
next Saturday. 
He says that some 


of the Nevada papers are mistaken In 
the assumption that under the Irriga- 
tion Act Nevada can receive only the 
benefit of the sales of the public lands 
>n Nevada. Under Section nine of Ir- 
ligation Act the Secretary of the In- 
terior must, where practicable and fe- 
asible, expend major portion of the 
funds arising from the sale of public 
lands within each State and territ- 
ory for the benefit of such State or 
territory, the rest can 
be expended 


anywhere in the arid region and even 
the major portion of the proceeds of 
-ales in any State or territory may be 
temporarily used elsewhere for a pe- 
liod not exceeding ten years. 


Under this bill the Secretary of the 


Interior has discretionary power 
to 


ipend the entire fund, aggregating at 
present nearly three million dollars 
annually, in 
Nevada 
or any other 


State or territory subject to the con- 
Jltion that fifty-one per cent thereof 
shall within ten years be paid back 
for the benefit of the State or territ- 
ory from which it is derived, provided 
such State of territory has practic- 
able and feasible projects. 


The widest discretion waa purposely 


given to the Secretary of Interior in 
order that the 
funds derived 
from 


sales of public lands without regard 
to State 
lines 
might 
be expended 


where irrigation development should 
be most needed.

about Thunder Mountain, laudatory o 
tWa new district *nd the follow im 
may b« of Interest. It ta an «xtt*c 
from a letter written by John Her 
ron, a mining expert whose family re 
sides In this city: 


So far as I have gone, about fifteen 


miles through the district, I will aaj 
that in my opinion, after looking ear 
nestly and diligently, and my opinion 
may be corroborated by S5 per cen 
of those who are here and 99 per cen 
of 
those who were here and havi 


gone, that this la certainly the mos 
monumental fraud ever 
perpetrated 


on the mining people of this coun 
try. 


I never In my life saw so many peo 


pie who are frank 
to acknowledge 


that they have been hornswoggled by 
the newspaper reports as are to be 
seen here. 


The country has been staked 
for 


twelve miles in every direction from 
the Dewey property,and there are only 
two places that I can hear of where 
more than three men are at, work in 
any one place. The Dewey ia a con- 
undrum. 
To begin with. It is a big 


mountain of slide rock and was ori- 
ginally worked for its placer. 
They 


ran a tunnel In under the slide, built 
a mill of ten stamps, also small office 
boarding house, etc. The mill was run 
for a short time on a test, waa closed 
down and Is still idle. They are work- 
ing three or four men In the mine. 


At two other places 
about three 


miles distant In opposite 
directions 


are properties owned by an outside 
company that are doing some cabin 
building and making trails. 


Outside of location and assessment 


work I do not think there are all told 
twenty-five men working In all the 
district. 
What little ore la here ia 


very 
low-grade—The 
Dewey 
only 


claims seven or eight dollars—and It 
is believed by every old 
prospector 


who has examined the country that It 
will prove a base 
proposition, with 


small depth. 


In only a few places that I have 


heard of will the rock pan, nor can 
any metal be found in it with a glass. 
So you will see that It Is a tough pro- 
position, and only that It has had some 
shrewd and scientific booming' by pro- 
esalonal wild cat 
operators, would 


any mining man have anything what- 
ever to do with It, ad then only in 
he hopes of being able to make a 
quick turn. 


The reason why no work in the na- 


ure of prospecting is being done Is 
plain. It ia one of the most inaccess- 
ble regions in America and prices of 
ome of the leading necessities are 
appended. 
There is not a stick of 


powder to be had. 
The last brought 


n to Thunder City—near the center 
)f the district—sold for 25 cents a 
tick.
